Lynching at 
Union Springs 
Pike Gounty Mob Deals 


Out Summary Justice 
to Negro Rapist. 


Union Spri:ga, April 8.—Tre 
negro, Aberdeen Johuson, alias 
Jack Walter, who assaulted Mrs. 
J.J. Butts, near Goshen three 
weeks ago, was lynched near here 
Sunday afternoon, The deed was 
dove by about 85. men from the 
ueighborhoud of Guahen, After 
Deputy Ritch bad gone to dinner 
the men covered Sheriff Jinrighs 
with guns and huudcutfed him. 
They then searched him for the 
jail keys. Fuailitg to find these 
ob his person three of their nbum- 
ber weut to W, KH. Hatman, a 
blucksmith, nearby, and vem»ud- 
ed of Him the proper tuois for 
Opening tov jail dvots, Having 
votlen these vhey then marcued 
Ou the jail and succeed: 1n vuter- 
lug. Ole of the mob was kuouked 
down by the negro betore he woe 
OVetpowered, utoer which he wus 
Curried Out bWO miles trom town 
aud strung to w tres. Both vars 
were cut off and the begry obher- 
Wise Mutilated before his body was 
riddied with bullets. 

the negro was caught Cunday

Was Heinous Crime, 

The lynching followed the 
storming of tue Bullock county 
jail here by the citizens of Pike 
county aud the sheriff of Bullock 
was haudcufted and tied in the 
jail after the mob departed with 
the §prisoner. Judge Singleton, 
of the circuit court pleaded with 
the mob before the jail was storm- 
ed to let the law take its course 
but this was without avail. He 
was hooted down, 

The crime of which the negro is 
clarged was @ heinous one. On 
March 8 last he appeared at the 
home of Mra.J. J. Butts, near 
Goshen, ,;while ber busbaud was 
away aud at the pointof a pistol, 
compelled her and her two little 
children to accompany him into 
the woods buck of the house. 
Here be assaulted the woman and 
then told her he was going to kill 
her and the children to prevent 
her telling her husband or friends. 
She appealed to the negro for the 
lives ot herselt and children, tell- 
ing him that if he would saccom- 
paoy her ba*k tothe house she 
wouid give him $200 she had in a 
truuk there and would not tell 
anyone of the crime. 

He consented to the plan, leav- 
ing the children behind, they 
walked back to the house. When 
Mrs. Butts opened the front door, 
she ran quickly in, and slammed 
the door in his face, locking it. 
She quickly secured a pistol and 
fired through the door, the negro 
returned the fire, buth receiving 
slight flesh wounds, After emp- 
tying bisgun the negro became 
frightened and fled, For ulmost 
a month he has been at large with 
officers and possees scouring the 
surrounding country for him, 
He was captured Sunday morning 
about 8 o’clock near Union 
Spriugs and placed in the Bullock 
county jail, 


News of the capture quickly 
spread and a mob was formed ear- 
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ly at Goshen. They tonk the 
Central of Georgia train to Union 
Springs, arriving thero about ten 
v’clock, The mob was slow in 
forming up their plans and the 
sheriff of Bullock county called 

up the governor at Moutgomery . 
over long distance telephone, ask- 
ing for troops. The governor had 
the riot cail sounded in Mont- 

gomery immediately but while 

the soldiers were gatheriug in 
their armories there, the mob had 

etormed the jail and soured the 

prisouer.

‘The Victin’ of the Mob Had Killed a 
White Farmer, 


Am unknown negro was lynched 
mear Rockport, Miss., by a mob com- 
porxed of about fifty men, after he had 
ahot and killed Daniel Beasley, a 
white farmer, living a short distance 
from that place. The negro made his 
escape after the shooting, but was 
e*uptured later by a posse and was be- 
Ing hurried to the town jail, when his 
eaptors were overtaken by the mob, 
which forced them to give up the pris- 
ner. What led up to the shooting of 
Heasley has not yet been learned. 


48 PERSONS PERISH 
IN| ANEW YORK FIRE 


Victims Gauott Like Rats In a, 


Trap, 


SCORES LEAPED TO. DEATH, 


New York Experiences One of Most 
Disastrous Fires, So Far as Loss of 
Life is Concerned, Since General 
Slocum Disaster. 


One hundred and forty-elght persons 
—nine-tenths of them girls from the 
Fast Side-—were crushed to death on 
the pavements, smothered in smoke or 
shriveled crisp in a factory fire, the 
worst disaster New York has known 
since the steamship General Slocum 
was burned to the water's edge, off 
North Brother's Island, in 1904, 

One hundred and forty-one bodies 
were removed from the ruins, and 
seven of the forty injured died in hos- 
pitals. This, tt is believed, completes 
the Hst of dead, most of whom are un- 
{dentified. Grlef-crazed relatives be- 
sleged the morgue as the bodies were 
laid out, 

Nearly all, if not all, of the victims 
were employed by the Triangle Waist 
company, on the eighth, minth and 
tenth floors of a ten-story loft building 
at No. 28 Washington Place, on the 


| western fringe of the downtown whole- 


sale clothing, fur and millinery  dis- 
trict. 

The partners of the firm, Isaac Har- 
ris and Maax Blanck, eseaped um 
scathed from the office on the tenth 
floor, carrying ‘with them over an ad- 
joining roof Blpanck's two young 
daughters and a governess. There 
was not an outside fire escape on the 
building, 

How the fire started will, perhaps, 
never be known. A corner on _ the 
eighth floor was its point of origin, 
and the three upper floors only were 
Bwept. 

On the ninth floor fifty bodies were 
found; sixty-three or more persons 
were crushed to death by jumping, 
and more than thirty clogged the ele- 
vator shafts. 

The loss to property will not exceed 
$10,000 


26 LIVES LOST. 


Little Steamer is Swallowed Up Off 
Beecher Head, Vancouver. 


The British Columbla Shipping com- 
pany’s little wooden steamer Sechelt, 
built for passenger service on an in- 
land lake, turned turtle in a furious 
gale off Beecher Head, Vancouver Isl- 
and, and went down with all on’ board, 
twenty-two passengers and the crew of 
four men. Thirteen passengers had 
landed at William Head just before 
the steamer went out to destruction. 
Most of the passengers were railroad 
laborers, bound for a Canadian north- 
ern construction camp, but a few were 
residents of Sooke. 

Indian Saw Vessel Sink, 

Henry Charles, an Indlan, of Rocky 
Point, was gathering wood on Beecher 
bay, and saw the Sachelt was three 
miles off Beecher Head; the gale 
struck her and she leaned over and 
swung around as though she intended 
to run across the strait at Port Cres- 
cent, on the American side. The tiny 
craft had partly turned broadside to 
the wind, when she righted, then went 
over and lay on her slide, 

The Indian watched the steamer ten 
minutes, and at the end of that time 
the vessel was swallowed up by the 
fea, leaving not a trace on the gur- 
face. 


RUSSIA FORTIFYING. 


Despite Denials of War, Warllke

pects of war between Russia and Chi- 
na, Russia is strengthening all her 
military posts in Manchuria. The
